erways,

pointment the Brainerd Chamber of 
Commerce instructed its committee on 
rivers and navigation to confer with 
Mr. Elder previous to his departure 
for W ashington relative to the open­ 
ing of the Mississippi 
river 
as

north as Grand Rapids and empow­ 
ered the committee to urge upon him 
and th# congress the necessities for 
this action and explain to them the 
benefits that would 
accrue, 
which 
would be of inestim able value to the 
•tate at large and the northern pact 
in particular. 
At the present time the river 
navigable from the G ulf of Mexico to 
Bt. Paul and Minneapolis, and of late 
years traffic on the river has fallen 
off to that extent that the once pro- 
fltable boat business had practically 
been abandoned 
W ith in

two or three years, however, there 
has been an effort made with sonic 
degree of sucre-a
